Both  the  Birth  Rate  and  the  Death  Rate  of  1942  are  higher  than 
those  for  the  previous  six  years.  It  may  be  noted  that  of  the 
132  Deaths  80  =  61%  occurred  at  age  65  years  or  over  and  of  these, 
33  =  25%  of  the  total  occurred  at  age  80  years  or  over.
